CAUSES OF. FAINTING. 

Ad Amirllnn WblTh t'oiild l>e (-cinlrolled 
WllliiiiO <.r.-iil Dinii-iilly. 

The vv,ir,l -wnuii Mi,Miis the same as 
the ini'ilieal lenii -\ n< It is due to 

the f.iilore of til,' li,.:irt to s.'iid the 
necessary >ii|iply of blood !•> the brain. 
It may b,' p.irtial. or cunpli te. 

In the latter ci-e, the p.T-on sud- 
denly turns pal,', ami s,),in falls, with 
a loss of consciousness ;iiiil an apparent 
stoppage of the pulse and heart. The 
breathing, too, is either imnnreeptible. 
or oocurt only in occasional^ weak sigh.s. 
The patient, to the onlinary observer, 
may si em to be .|, ail. Of course the 
action of 111.' Ii, irl has not ceased, but 
it is feeble. I'liis 1 ,>mlili,>n may last 
only a few moments, or it m iy con- 
tinue for hours. It generally ends in 
recovery, beginning with slight move- 
ments of the features and hands, and 
deep sighing. The piil-e be.-omes 
more ilistinct, ami ili.' Ii. art-be.it 
stroii^rer. t'lil'.r a:i,l waiiiitli return, 
and consciousness is gradually restored 
in full. 

Among the enuse.5 are organic dis- 
ease of the heart, especially fatty tie- 
generation; extreme he.it. combined 
with impure air; loss of blood, or im- 
poverished iiloo.l (:is in .111 , inia;) the 
rellex action of certain conditions of 
tho Htomnch or other organs on the 
heart. More or less of those causes are 
soinetimi's combined. .Some persons 
faint fr.iiii very slight causes — an un- 
pli asaiil sijjlit oroiliir. We have Imown 
jiersons to faint ea-ily ami often, and 
yet enjoy good health to extreme ago. 
But when fainting is duo to organio dia- 
csso of the heart, or to los.s ofblriod, or 
to extreme heal. It may prove sjiecdily 
fatal unless soon relieved. 

In its treatment, lay the patient flat 
on the liack. This favors the ilow of 
blood to tho brain. Wo had a friend 
who could generally anticipate an at- 
tack, and check it, or cut it short, by 
at once taking a recumbent position. 
iVever allow one who has faintinl to be 
tided into a sitting po-tnre, or t,i have 
even the head rai-cd. If I li,' fainting 
is<liie to excessive loss of blood, this of 
course must bo arrested. Meanwhile 
manage to place tho head lower than 
the rest o( the body. The heart, too, 
shr.uld be stimulated with some form of 1 
alcohol, ammonia, ether or cologne I 
water. In all cases, S'lciire ili ' puri st I 
.lir, and louson the dregs, especially 
abont the chest and neok. '

many cases a person accustomed to 
:aint from slight causes may Kvert the 
lUtaok by applying beat tg tba head.'-
